WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 6— 


Not long ago, an elderly couple en- 
tered the office of a government em- 


agency in the middle -west 


and told tlie matron in charge that 
they wanted to engage a daughter. 
"We "wish to adopt a suitable or- 
phan," the old lady explained to the 
somewhat amazed matron, "and so 
•we thought we would consult 
the 


services ot the government." 


''Any preference aa to color of eyes 


and hair?" Inquired the matron, re- 
covering her usual (businesslike com- 
posure. 


It appeared that they tad none 


They lived on a farm far out lu the 
country, and what they wanted, the 
old lady said "was a pleasant "homey" 
sort of girl, who would keep them 
from, being lonely, and 'whom they 
could make heiress to about two 
hundred thousand dollars' worth of 
property. 
After interviewing four 


hundred applicants for this position, 
the matron finally selected one girl 
she thought would do and introduced 
her to the old people. They Immed- 
iately liked her, drove her proudly 
home in their motor car and after 
a trial period of ten months took 
out legal papers of adoption. 


This is only one girl out of thous- 


ands who have been placed in good 
j-ositicms oi one port or another 
during the past year by the empoly-

regarded as a monstrous batt of fire, 
burning in the manner of our grate 
fires, at a 
temperature of several 


uuiiuieu 
thousand 
degrees centi- 


grade, for, great as its mass, it 
would be comparatively rapidly con- 
sumed if such combustion were tak- 
ing place. The temperature of the 
surface of the sun has been deter- 
mined as about 6,000 degrees C., 
far too high to permit the formation 
of most chemical compounds, with- 
out which the production of heat by 
combustion is impossible. 
Such a 


temperature decomposes nearly all 
compounds into their elements and 
prevents their 
reuniting 
and the 


consequent production of heat. - 


Mr. Ackermann 
says that scien- 


tists are by no means certain how 
the sun's heat is produced, one the- 
ory being that it is due to radio ac- 
tivity and another that the energy 
to keep up the radiation could be 
supplied by a relatively microscopic 
contraction of its volume. But this 
theory is not a complete success, as 
it implies that the sun is only about 
17,000,000 years old, or less than 
the age of the earth. 


Doubt as to Structure. 


As to the structure of the sun there 


is also doubt: but the inner portion 
may be spoken of popularly as the 
nucleus and the outer portion as the 
atmosphere. 
When the outer layers 


of the atmosphere get relatively cool- 
er they sink to a lower level, their 
place being taken by hotter layers, 
thus actuating a continual circula- 
tion of the sun's atmosphere. Th9 
author states that the weight of an 
average cubic foot of the sun is only 
one-quarter of that of an average 
cubic foot of the earth. The density 
of the sun being so small, it has 
been concluded that it can still con- 
tinue to contract, getting hotter all 
the time instead of cooler, as is pop- 
ularly supposed, making it a hope- 
ful future for utilizers of solar en- 
ergy. 


The great glowing surface which 


tLe sun presents to us, even consid- 
ered as a flat disk, has the enormous 
area 
of 
585,750,000,000 square 


miles, each 
square foot of'which 


emits the 
tremendous amount of 


about 12,500 horsepower, and the 
radiant energy received on the sur- 
face of the earth at noon on a clear 
day is about 6,000 horsepower per 
acre. Now the quantity of this so- 
lar heat per unit area, which arrives 
in unit time at the outer surface of 
our atmosphere, is called the solar 
constant, and its value as determined 
by Dr. Charles G. Abbot, director of 
the Smithsonian 
Astrophysical Ob- 


servatory, is 1.93 calories per square 
centimeter per minute, or 7.12 Brit- 
ish thermal units per square foot per 
minute, also calculated as 7.11 by 
John Ericsson in 1876. 


93,000,000 Miles of Space. 


"Perhaps the most 
remarkable 


things about solar 
radiation," re- 


marks Mr. Aekermann, "are that it 
passes through SP.,000,000 miles of 
space between 
the 
sun 
and the 


earth, the temperature of which is 
nearly absolute zero, about 273 de- 
grees C., and that only three-fifths 
of it produces any impression on 
the eye. It is not until the radiant 
energy impinges on some material 
body that it is converted into heat. 
The best body for causing such con- 
version is a dead black one." ^ 


Owing to the obvious fact that 


there is a limit to our supplies of 
coal and oil, the possibilities of the 
future of this field of work have at- 
tracted many experimenters, among 
whom were the late secretarv of the 
Smithsonian 
Institution, 
and 
Dr. 


Charles G- Abbot, now studying this 
very thing in the Smithsonian Ob- 
serving Station 
at

California.

per on "The rtilization of Solar En- 
ergy," in ihe Smithsonian annual re- 
port, A- S. E. Afkermanu of Eng- 
land, says tUtti the sun is no longer 
regarded as a monstrous ball of fire, 
burning in the manner of our grate 
fires, at a 
temperature of several 


hundred 
thousand degrees 
centi- 


grade, for. great 
as 
its mass, it 


would be comparatively rapidly con- 
sumed if such combustion were tak- 
ing place. 
The temperature of the 


surface of the sun has been deter- 
mined as about 6,000 degrees C., 
far too high to permit the formation 
of most chemical compounds, with- 
out which the production of heat by 
combustion is impossible. 
Such a 


temperature decomposes nearly all 
compounds into their elements and 
prevents their 
reuniting 
and tha 


consequent production of heat. 


Mr. Ackermann says that scien- 


tists are by no means certain how. 
the sun's heat is produced, one the- 
ory being that it is due to radio ac- 
tivity and another that the energy 
to keep up the radiation could be 
supplied by a relatively microscopic 
contraction of its volume. But this 
theory is not a complete success, as 
It implies that the sun is only about 
17,000,000 years old, or less than 
the age of the earth. 


Doubt as to Structure. 


As to the structure of the sun there 


is also doubt; but the inner portion 
may be spoken of popularly as the 
nucleus and the outer portion as the 
atmosphere. 
When the outer layers 


of the atmosphere get relatively cool- 
er they sink to a lower level, their 
place being taken by hotter layers, 
thus actuating a continual circula- 
tion of the sun's atmosphere. 
The 


author states that the weight of an 
average cubic foot of the sun is only 
one-'quarter of that of an average 
cubic foot of the earth. The density 
of the sun being so small, it has 
been concluded that it can still con- 
tinue to contract, getting hotter all 
the time instead of cooler, as is pop- 
ularly supposed, making it a hope- 
ful future for utilizers of solar en- 
ergy. 
The great glowing surface which 


tLe sun presents to us, even consid- 
ered as a flat disk, has the enormous 
area, 
of 
585,750,000,000 
square 


miles, each 
square 
foot of which 


emits the 
tremendous amount ol 


about 12,500 horsepower, and the 
radiant energy received on the sur- 
face of the earth at noon on a clear 
day is about 5,000 horsepower per 
acre. Now the quantity of this so 
lar heat per unit area, which arrives 
in unit time at the outer surface o 
our atmosphere, is called the solar 
constant, and its value as determined 
by Dr. Charles G. Abbot, director o 
the Smithsonian Astrophysieal Ob- 
servatory, is 1.93 calories per square 
centimeter per minute, or 7.12 Brit-j 
ish thermal units per square foot per 
minute, also calculated as 7.11 by 
John Ericsson in 1876. 
93,000,000 Miles of Spa<-e. 


"Perhaps the 
most 
remarkable 


things about solar 
radiation," re- 


marks Mr. Ackermann, "are that it 
passes through 9:^,000,000 miles of 
space between the 
sun 
and the 


earth, the temperature of which is 
nearly absolute zero, about 273 de- 
grees C.,*and that only three-fifths 
of it produces any impression on 
the eye. It is not until the radiant 
energy impinges on some material 
body "that it is converted into heat. 
The best body for causing such con- 
version is a dead black one." 


Owing to the obvious fact that, 


there is a limit to our supplies of 
coal and oil* the possibilities of the 
future of ttfls field of work have at- 
tracted many experimenters, among 
whom were the late secretary o£ the 
Smithsonian 
Institution, and 
Dr. 


Charles G. Abbot, now studying this 
very thing in the Smithsonian Ob- 
serving Station 
at 
Mount Wilson, 


California. 


Attempts to utilize the heat of the 


sun date back to de Cauc, who in 
1615 undertook some solar work, 
and include the experiment of Buf- 
fon, a Frenchman, who in 1747 suc- 
ceeded in estting fire to a tarred 
plank by solar rays reflected from a 
combination of flat mirrors at a dis- 
tance of 150 feet. 
He did this to 


show the possibility of the legend 
that Archimedes set fire to the fleet 
of Marcellus 
at 
Syracuse in 212 


B. C. 
. 
One handicap, so far, has been tne 


fact that the efficiency of solar en- 
gines has not been 
over 4.32 per 


per cent of the heat value received, 
while that of the ordinary steam en- 
gine is about 11.5 per cent, and the 
gas engine as high as 25.5 per cent. 
In certain recent 
experiments the 


efficiency of th« mirrors and sun 
absorber was only about 40 per cent, 
against coal-fed boiler efficiency of 
about 75 per cent. Tho author be- 
lieves, nevertheless that with experi- 
ments lasting over the number of 
years through 
which 
the coal-fed 


steam boilers have been improved 
sun boilers will be brought to a far 
better state of efficiency.
